They have assumed that competition meant 
meeting every cut the competitor made, and 


from time to time this idea has increased unt! 


very lately business men in all lines came t 
the conclusion that it was not only ruinous 
but that it profited nothing and that trad 
gained by this method was transient at th 
best and not of a kind that would accrue to 
any lasting benefit to the store or business 

The dictionary defines competition as fol 
lows: “The act of endeavoring to gain what 
another attempts to gain at the same time, 
which as a rule only one can enjoy \ litth 
further along it defines competitor, and her¢ 
is what it says: “An associate, one struggling 
not against, but in alliance with another.’ 

One definition seems to contradict the 
other, for at first glance it appears to be im 
possible for two people to struggle for th 
same thing without struggling against each 
other, but second thought shows that the lex 
cographer is right in his conclusion A com 
petitor is really one struggling for the same 
object that another desires to get, but not 
necessarily against his competitor Here is

There is no doubt that the defendant Hulquist, 
who took out the patents sued on, and who as- 
signed them to the complaint, is, under the au- 
thorities, estopped from denying the validity of the

patents. The complainant claims that the defend- 
ant the Safety Systems Co., is also estopped. If 
it were necessary to decide this question, I think 
that I should hold that it was. It claims, of 
course, that it is a distinct corporation, and that 
Hulguist's only relation to it is that of an em- 
ploye. But there are strong grounds for holding, 
on the evidence, that it is merely a company got- 
ten up to use the invention, with the aid of Hul- 


quist. It is, however, in my opinion, unnecessary 
to decide whether the Safety Sraremne Co. is es- 
topped from controverting the validity of the com- 
plainant’s patents, for I think there is nothing in 
the evidence which supports the defense of an- 
ticipation. Hulquist’s original patent may be re- 
garded as being, in a certain sense, a pioneer pat- 
ent. Of course, he did not discover gravity, and 
he was not the first to employ gravity as a force; 


but he appears, from the evidence, to have been 
the first who devised a loose leafed book binder 
provided with a lock operated by gravity instead 


of by springs or keys. A binder so locked without 
the use of a key was a great convenience, and has 
proved successful commercially. Hulquist's later 
patents are simply improvements in detail of. his 
first one. 

I cannot see that Hulquist’s original idea is an- 
ticipated in the patents of Paxson or Chubb, which 
seem to be principally relied on, or in any others 
cited. The proof of infringement, in my opinion, 
is clear. The device of Cleveland, which is used 
by defendants and which is claimed to avoid in- 
fringement, is merely an equivalent. 


The case seems to be the not infrequent one of 
a patentee, who has sold his invention and re- 
ceived his price, going into the service of a com- 
petitor of the vendee of the patent, and aiding 
in an effort to use the invention, while trying to 
avoid the appearance of infringement. 

My conclusion is that the complainant is enti- 
tled to a decree in the usual form for a perma- 
nent injunction and an accounting.

but he appears, from the evidence, to have been 
the first who devised a loose leafed book binder 
provided with a lock operated by gravity instead 
of by springs or keys."

As most of our readers are aware, 
the Bureau, which is located at Washington, 
D. C., is a monster printery wherein are manu 
factured all the forms of U. S. currency, post 
age and revenue stamps, government bonds 
and other securities that are backed by the na 
tional credit Phe interesting appliances 
which one sees on every hand in this bee-hiv: 
of industry are designed primarily to facilitate 
the process of manufacture in this specialize 
field and possibly very few of them could be 
introduced in the same identical form in o1 
dinary office practice, but at the same tim 
they offer suggestions in economy that can be 
profitably taken to heart by the average busi 
ness man 

From a mechanical standpoint probably the 
most remarkable piece of apparatus in the en 
tire institution is what is known as_ th 
geometrical lathe and which is used to pro 
duce automatically the wonderfully intricat 
web-like designs that are seen on the reverse 
of the average bank or treasury note and 
serves as one of the greatest safeguards 
against counterfeiting The mechanism of the 
lathe is so complex that to operate it succes 
fully requires not only the highest order of 
mechanical skill but also a thorough knowl 
edge of mathematics 


\ glance at the reverse side of a bank note 
will impress the reader at once of the care, 
skill and time that must be put upon this piece 
of work to produce the fine even lines that 
will be seen The operator who uses this 
wonderful machine is not only a skilled m«¢ 
chanic and a mathematician of considerabl 
ability, but he is also one possessing a degre: 
of accuracy in his work that can come only 
from long service at such delicate work. The 
perfection of the designs and the evenness of 
the lines as well as the regular way in which 
it is done makes it easy for one familiar with 
perfect money to detect a counterfeit bill in an 
instant. 

Another device that almost thinks is the ap 
paratus used to imprint the distinctive series 
numbers which appear in red ink on either end
